Wildlife photographer David 
Slater played down newspaper 
reports that suggested a 
bunch of Indonesian monkeys 
grabbed his camera and began 
taking self-portraits (see Metro 
article below).

an image is still valid after passing through 
Photoshop, or an HDR process, or ever 
both. The debate never seems to end. 

As well as a photographer, I am an active 
home musician, both composing and 
recording music of various forms. It has 
occurred to me That there is a very dose 
parallel between music-recording and 
photography. Music was first recorded on 
cylinders (think plates), but really flourished 
with the arrival of tape (think film.) Now 
digital has more or less taken over, although 
there are some who cling to tape as being a 
purer sound (ring any bells^). 

To record and process music, ready 
for a CD, the work is now done entirely 
by computer (except, of course, the 
microphones). A good studio has better 
acoustic qualities than the home amateur 
can afford, just like lighting. The computer 
program used is, like Photoshop, very 
expensive and that is just the start. The 
keener you are, the more plug-ins there are 


to tempt further expenditure. Some can cost 
as much as the original program, as with 
Photoshop. 

After recording the music, a great deal 
of time IS spent processing it. This applies 
as much to symphony orchestras as it 
does to the home recordist. No one would 
ever consider the untouched 'take' to be a 
satisfactory end product The 'take' is The 
equivalent of a raw file. 

But there is one big difference. Nobody 
argues about its validity as music. If it sounds 
good, that is enough I feel the same about 
photography. A great image is a great image, 
and It does not matter how it was achieved.

SUMMERTIME and the living is easy. That’s what the song 
tells us, but I have my own version of those famous lyrics; 
‘Summertime and the photography isn't easy.’ Far from it. 

In fact, I reckon sumnner is the worst season of the year for 
us photographers. The light in summer is at its most intense, 
which means bright sunlight, dark shadows and contrast 
problems for our built-in exposure meters to cope with. 

Do we expose for the highlights or shadows? The answer is 
usually somewhere between the two, but the result can often 
be burnt-out highlights or overdark shadows. Not good. 

Take a portrait when summer sun is at its height, and you 

face not only contrast problems, but inevitably a subject 

who will squint his or her eyes against the bright light. 

Take a picture of your children or grandchildren playing 

in the garden on a sunny afternoon, and the contrast - 

and squinting - will be at their worst. But these difficult 

photographs are often the very pictures we want to take, to 

give us the memories in years to come that only photography 
can provide. Squinting is a problem you will rarely face at 
other times of the year. 

Incidentally, my hayfever means I squint myself as I look 

through the viewfinder and often let out a rasping sneeze just 
as I click the shutter Result: camera shake! 

As for landscapes, we all know about the 'golden hour', 

when the light is at its best, but to encounter that in high 
summer you will have to be out and about by 3am, or even 
before that unearthly hour in more northern climes. At the 
other end of the day, to capture a landscape at sunset, the 
sun goes down so fate that you'll need matchsticks to keep 

your eyelids open after your early morning sunrise effort - 
and if it’s been a hot day, heat haze will make the resulting 
picture look flat, dull and unsharp, despite your use of a small 

aperture and tripod. 

The choice of subjects seems more limited in summer, 
too. Just look at websites like Flickr, where the abundance of 
'pretty flower' images bores me to tears. 

So! can’t wait for the autumn, when the light is often 

gorgeous, the colours of the leaves are stunning, and the 

nights get longer so we can be there tor the golden hour, yet 

still gel up at a reasonable time and turn in earlier. 

Then comes winter, when I seem to take twice as many 

pictures as in summer. There’s the snow, of course, but dark 
nights offer countless opportunities for low-light images, and 
pictures of the family round the Chrlstmias dinner table won't 
be spoilt by Auntie Jenny squinting in the sun - or by my 
sneezing thanks to hayfever. 

Before we know it, it will then 
be spring, when everywhere 
bursts into new life and the 

light is interesting, too. Sadly, 

summer won't be far behind.

Cathal McNaughton 
explains how he took 
this emotive image 
of a boy crying at his 
brother’s fbneral in 
Northern Ireland 


I TOOK this image at the funerai of a 
16-year-old Protestant t)oy called Thomas 
McDonald As far as I can remember, he 
had been killed in a hit-and-run incident 
that was thought to be sectarian. The boy 
had been riding his BMX bike when the 
car hit him It happened about ten years 
ago in an area of north Belfast that, at the 
time, had seen sectarian clashes. Tensions 
between Roman Catholics and Protestants 
where the incident happened are known to 
have been high. 

I was working tor a local newspaper m 
those days and had been sent to cover the 
funeral. It was an especially tragic event 
While you expect shootings or bomb blasts 
during the Troubles, as appallmg as this is, 
you don't expect a young boy to be killed in 
a sectarian-related hit-and-run incident It 
was a huge funeral and hundreds of people 
turned out for it, 


At these high-profile events there can be 
upwards of 20 photographers and there is 
sometimes jostling between them. This was 
quite a prominent news story at the time 
and it had garnered a lot of interest from 
the international media, so there was a 
considerable press presence, 

I wanted to capture a sense of the 
atmosphere - the grief of the moment - 
but in a sensitive way. The situation 
surrounding the youngster's death was 
a sensitive issue I didn't want to identify 
the boy crying in the photograph, as I was 
conscious of not intruding on the family 
more than necessary, f took a few frames 
where you could see the boy's face as he 
was crying, but I didn't feel the pictures had 
the same impact. They were too voyeuristic 
Sometimes a subtle approach creates a 
more powerful image. 

The boy covering his face is Thomas's 



brother Stephen. I took pictures of the 
coffin and the funeral cortege, but I thought 
it was more poignant to show the grief- 
stricken boy with the out-of-focus coffin in 
the background. A picture of a young boy 
with his hand over his face alone doesn't 
tell you a lot about the actual story, so I 
had to place him in some sort of context. 
That’s why the people carrying the coffin 
had to be in the picture, although I didn't 
want them to be too prominent or they 
would detract from the main subject. It was 


a case of getting the

f-stop so they were in the scene, but not 


I had to shoot from a respectful distance 
so I needed a longtsh lens - on this 
occasion I used a Canon 80-200mm 
f/2.8 lens with my Canon EOS-1 camera 
I was using Ilford Delta 400 black & white 
film. I remember that the light on the

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boy's face and hard was quite good, so 
imagine I would have been working at 
around l/SOOsec at f/5.6.1 didn't want to 
keep zooming in and out because once you 
change the focal length you need to adjust 
your aperture as the depth of field changes. 
I already had an idea of the depth of field 
wanted and had made the calculations in 
my head, so I knew I wanted to keep my 
focal length at around 200mm. It was a 
question of moving myself to create the 
best shooting angle to show the young boy

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IN LAST month's article we looked at 
how To frame our subject, This month we 
are going to explore the focusing points 
within that frame, 

One of the great technological advances 
In photography has been the development 
of autofocus and the ability to get a shot pins 
harp exactly where you want it to be. Long 
gone are the days where you would have to 
revolve the barrel of the lens to achieve fine 


focus, although manual focusing still has 

Its place and many cameras and lenses 
allow you to override the 'auto' function. 
However, it would be rare to buy a new 
camera now and to look in the viewfinder 
and not see at least one highlighted 
focus point. These illuminated points are 
where the lens will focus and, depending on 
your model, they also show the area where 
the camera assesses the exposure. These 


may be as few as one,or as many as 51 

of these focusing points and it can be aS! 
too easy to become confused by all 
this technical information, especiallly if 
the photographer is stilf getting to know 
their camera. 

By understanding how to use these 
focusing points you will strengthen your 
composition, be able to work faster and 
achieve better results. 




Focusing your shot 

‘AUTO* modes have their place in 
photography but I prefer to have control 
over my images, including the focusing. 
When it comes to focusing there are two 
mam techniques to consider- you can 
compose your image and then focus on 
your subject or you can focus, and then 
recompose your shot. Both have their 
benefits depending on the type of shot 
you are taking. 

Let's innagine that we wanted to frame 
our picture so that our main subject is to 
one side, such as this bagpipe player at a 
wedding (above). Setting the camera to auto 
here could have resulted in the background 
being sharp and the bagpipe player soft but 
I wanted to make sure that he was in focus, 
When I saw the potential of this scene I 
knew he was going to be the main subject. 

I also wanted to give a sense of place and 
of the event. Although I was shooting with a 
24-70mm tens at a focal length of 38mm, 


which automatically gives more depth of 
f eld, I selected an aperture of (/2.8 and got 
in close As the bagpipe player was standing 


fairly still, I knew t had a 



time to spare 


so I chose to frame the subject first and then 
adjust the focus point to the subject. 

The controls on my Canon EOS-1 Ds 
camera all fall easily to hand without the 
need to ta ke the ca mera away from my eye. 
Having framed the shot I pushed the focus 
point button with my nght thumb. In the 
viewfinder, 20 focusing points appeared. 
Keeping my thumb on that button, I moved 
the main dial on top of the camera with my 
index finger. As I did, only one focusing point 
remained illuminated. I adjusted the dial 
so that a point to the left of the frame fell 
exactly on then man's left eye and took the 
shot. His eye is razor sharp By using a wide 
aperture, I have reduced the depth of field 
to the point that the tips of his nose and his 
ear are soft. 



AN ALTERNATIVE method 


to selecting your AF point is to use your 
camera's central focus point and then 
recompose your scene as needed. This 
method can be handy when you need to 
focus quickly or when you point of focus 
is likely to change a lot between shots. 

To keep the focus I ocked on while 
recomposing you need to keep the shutter 
button half de-pressed with your finger, 
otherwise it will refocus when you attempt 
to take the shot 


The AE-/AF-L button on your camera 
(or ♦) can be assigned to provide either, 
or both, exposure and focus lock. By 
pressing this button (and in some cases 
keeping it held down) It will maintain focus 
and.for exposure while you recompose 
your shot. If you want to get really complex 
you could use the AE-L button to meter 
from one point, half press the shutter to 
focus on another and then recompose.

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In this series of 
shots, I had selected 
the central focusing 
point and set the camera 
to Al Servo.

ONCE YOU have mastered the various focusing modes on your camera 
and discovered how to place the focusing point exactly where you want it, you 
will be surprised how quickly setting the controls becomes second nature. Do 
remember that for your shots to have impact the viewer needs to be drawn 
to the main subject straight away, so make sure you choose your focus point 
carefully when composing your shot

Not only Is it an honour 
for me to talk to him but it is also a hugely 
inspiring experience, for photographer 
Steve Schapiro is more generous than most 
In sharirrg his photographic experiences and 
knowledge. And there is a lot to tell. 

When AP approached Steve, who 
lives in Chicago in America's Midwest, 
to speak to him about his experiences as 
a 'special photographer' on the set of the 
film Taxi Driver m were blown away by the 
breadth and depth of his photographic 

career Not only a photographer on film 

sets and of celebrities, Steve has also 
wor ked extensively as a social documentary 
photographer for decades, 

Steve’s archive is impressive. A freelance 
photpjournalist from the early 1960s for 
magazines such as Life, Time, A/ewswee^r 
and Vanity Fair he has produced photo 
essays on such subjects as narcotics 
addiction, political protest, migrant 
workers in Arkansas and the Civil Rights 
Movement He has photographed 
protesters, ordinary people struck by 


poverty and passers-by, as well as 
politicians, actors, artists and other glitterati 
It’s an impressive track record by anyone's 
standard, but Steve is not one to brag. 
Instead, he speaks openly and excitedly 
about what it was like to cover such 
events as the Selma March or Robert 
Kennedy’s presidential campaign. ‘Ask 
away,' he says on the phone. 'I have all 
the time in the world.' 


THE BEQINNING 

It was at the age of nine while on a 
summer camp that Steve started taking 
photographs. He remembers developing 
his own films and says his interest in 
photography grew from there. As a 
teenager he would go out taking pictures 
on the streets of New York, his native city, 
along the lines of Henri Cartier-Bresson, 
whom he greatly admired. 

‘Cartier-Bresson had a tremendous 
ability to capture the moment at its exact 
height with a great sense of design,’ says 
Steve. ‘I would go out at the age of 14 
or 15 and take pictures that were 
a few seconds off the decisive [Z

A NOTABLE adiieuemerit early 
In Steve's career was his innovative 
use of bounced flash, something not 
many documentary photographers had 
been doing at the time.

Steve worked as a 'special photographer,' 
rather than as a unit photographer. His job 
was to photograph the action at climactic 
moments between takes and during filming, 
which he did for almost the entire duration 
of the him production, The result is a unique 
body of images that depicts all aspects of 
the filmmaking process, from the actors 
mid-scene to collapsed in a heap, post-take, 
laughing [see above) to release the tension 


following a particularly full-on scene. 

'I would photograph heightened moments 
of emotion or high points in the action,' says 
Steve. ‘I was always looking for something 
interesting, moments that would make 
the image really special. A movie goes by 
very quickly when you watch it at a cinema 
but a stills image freezes a particular 
moment allowing you to see a 11 sorts of 
details you wouldn't necessarily notice. 
'Photographing on a movie set isn't all that 

different to photographing a documentary 
essay,' says Steve. 'You are still looking 
for high emotional moments and for the 
right angle from which to photograph. The 
only difference is that if you have read the 
script you have more of an idea when these 
moments are going to happen I made 
sure I took botin black & while and colour 
shots,' he adds. 'The movies were shot in 


cotour and the film companies would want 
colour images to promote the film, but the 
magazines were still largely dealing in black 
& white. I liked using both to convey the 
story of the film. There was usually a number 
of takes so I would have ample opportunity 
to shoot both.' 


The compositional decision of whether 
to shoot in colour or black & white is 
something Steve considers for a moment

France on a market day one year and 
saw this beautiful view of the canal with 
a fruit stall in the foreground (see left.)

Oh set and to keep out of the way as much 
as possible. 'You would normally use a 
"blimp,' which is a metal box that has 
Styrofoam and rubber on the inside, which 
muffles the sound of your camera shutter/ 
he says, ‘Unless it was a really quiet scene 
you could shoot what the camera was 
shooting, either by its side or elsewhere. 
The photographer is right at the bottom of 
the hierarchy of people on set because he 


doesn't directly add to the making of the film 
- his images are only important afterwards, 
during the promotion of the film. 

Time is against us, so regrettabiy we draw 
the conversation to a close. If you have any 
more questions, i wilt be happy to answer 
them,’ he says, graciously. Unfortunately, 
we must leave it there, although it would be 
possible to talk to Steve all day. 'Well, if you 
change your mind, just yell.' What an inspiring 
gentleman indeed.

THE ^DECISIVE moment’ is a phrase so 
frequently quoted when describing the work 
of Henri Cartier-Bresson that it has become 
almost a cliche. It was the title of the English 
edition of his landmark 1952 book, but its 
original French title, Images a la Souvette, is 
roughly translated as images taken 'on the 
run'. Nevertheless, it's a phrase that gets 
directly to the heart of Cartier-Bresson’s 
photography and cannot be avoided when 
discussing this extraordinary picture, shot in 
Germany in April 1945.

He later photographed the liberation 
of Paris in the summer of 1944 while 
working as a war correspondent,

The three people in Cartier-Bresson’s 
photograph are a woman being publicly 
exposed as a Nazi collaborator; the woman 
accusing her, dressed in black; and a gaunt, 
serious-looking man who is seated at a 
desk and dearly an authority figure, The 
identities of the two women are not known, 
but Cartier-Bresson noted that the accused 
woman was Belgian and 'a Gestapo informer 
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^Their contrasting expressions 
symbolise the feelings of people 
on the winning and losing sides 
in a long and devastating war’ 


[who was] recognised before she could hide 
in the crowd,’ 

The man has been identified as 
WKhetm Heinrich van der Velden, a young 
Dutchman who had been appointed camp 
commandant at Dessau by the American 
military. Van der Velden had himself been 
recently liberated from the Westerbork 
concentration camp, which was set up by 
the Nazis in the Netherlands. 

At the moment the picture was taken, 
the informer stands with her head bowed in 
shame while the woman accusing her bares 
her teeth and races her arm, filled with rage 
and the desire for revenge Their contrasting 
expressions symbolise the feelings of people 


on the winning and losing sides in a long 
and devastating war; the triumphant anger 
of peopie finally liberated from the tyranny 
of Nazi control and the humiliation of the 
German defeat. 

The footage in Le Retour offers a 
fascinating glimpse at background events 
to this image The film’s Dessau seguence 
begins with an overview of the courtyard 
scene and shows that hundreds of former 
prisoners and refugees wrere watching the 
informer’s denunciation. The film cuts to her 
being escor ted to a desk, where the accuser 
berates her and at one point hits he r 
in the face, knocking her out of the 
frame. As Cartier-Bresson noted,

however, ihe action captured in his 
photograph has been edited out of 
the film. 

After shooting the famous image, Cartier- 
Bresson went on to record what happened 
afterwards. Subsequent pictures in the 
sequence show the accuser following the 
increasingly beleaguered and shamefaced 
informer and striking her with a stick as the 


crowd looks on. These images give some 
indication of the informer’s fate, but it's the 
frst image that captures, in one fleeting 
moment, everything that needs to be said 


atxjut the si tuation. 

It's a feat that Ca rtier- Bresson achieved 


countless times in his career, and his 
approach to photography has since inspired 
generations of photojournalists. He later 
summed up this distinctive and revolutionary 
approach to photography in the introduction 
to Images a la 

In this text, Cartier-Bresson v/rote that 
his aim was to ‘preserve life in the act of 
living', and added: ‘Above all, I craved to 


seize the whole essence, in the confines of 
one single photograph, of some situation 
that was in the process of unrolling itself 
before my eyes' That’s exactly what he 
achieves in this iimage.

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YOU CAN'T beat a windmill as a 
and when it is hovering over a pond with 
its reflection glistening with inversion, only 
a man with no space on his memory card 
could walk by, Here Astrid has found a 
fine example of the form, and while the 
seemingly windless day might be hopeiess 
for milling, it is perfect for shooting mirror- 
images in water. I discovered only last month 
that'Demolder' means the miller’ in the 
language of Astrid's neighbours m Belgium, 
so I'm quite into windmills at the moment. 

The overcast day has played havoc 
with Astrid's metering system, and those 
pale clouds have persuaded the camera 
to squint its aperture to deliver a dose of 
underexposure, Looking at the histogram 
in the Levels window, you can see that it 
takes quite a shift to get those midiones 
bright enough to reveal the subfect. Going 
I into Curves has allowed me to add a bit 
of contrast to the midtones where the soft 
light has taken it away, 






White balancing systems don't like 
overcast days either, and Astrid's sky is really 
quite cool- Using the Color Sampler shows 
that the sky, which really should be almost 
neutral, has a shortage of red - which is why 
it appears a cyan/green shade To fix this 
shifted the hue towards magenta a touch, 
and then, switching to just the cyan channel, 

I applied a dramatic hue shift to the right. 

This has got us a well-exposed and nicely 
colour-balanced picture, but because of the 
soft light it still lacks the impact needed to 
get anyone’s attention. 

To add a bit of bass I duplicated the layer 
and turned it black & white using a red bias 
In the Channel Mixer. I lightened the image in 
Levels so that when blended, the midtones 
would be pulled upwards. Switching the 
layer blending mode to overlay, I adjusted 
the opacity to 53%. As you can see from 
the final image and its histogram, the tonal 
spread of the picture is now much more 
evenly balanced.

HAHNEL’S Giga T Pro II IS a wireless remote, comprising a 
hotshoe mount receiver and a transmitter. It uses radio waives, 
which are not affected by bright sunlight or obstructions in the 
same way as infrared devices, and the company daims a range 
of up to 100m We reviewed the first version favourably in AP 29 
May 2010.

In real-world scenes, however, noise 
reduction is present from ISO 400 when 
viewed at 100% and can cause a slight 
watercolour effect in some areas.

Richard Sibley looks at the 
Fujifilm FinePix XlOO and 
Leica XI and finds whether 
these compact cameras have 

enough to them to justify 
their high price tags 


ONE OF the rnost regular complaints 
aboLft compact cameras is that they 
just can’t match the quality of a DSLR. 
Significantly smaller sensors and cheaper 
lenses will always be a compromise when it 
comes to image quality, but what if you were 
to design a compact camera with an AP5- 
C-sized sensor? Then you would have a 
camera small enough to carry everywhere, 
but with the image quality of a DSLR. 

Well, this is exactly what Fujifilm and Leica 
have done with their FinePix XlOO and 
XI, Both of these retro-style cameras are 
more than just nostalgic toys. Both have fast, 
fixed-focal-length, large-aperture lenses 
servicing sensors capable of producing raw 
and JPEG images of more than 12 million 
pixels. With the lenses having been designed 
specifically to match their 12 2- and 
12.3-miliion-pixel resolutions, the quality 
of the images from these cameras easily 
matches that of a DSLR. 

While neither the XlOO nor the XI are 
intended to replace a DSLR, they are still of 
'professional' standard and, indeed, both are 
held in extremely high regard by reportage, 
travel and street photoqraohers So what is 


it about these particular two compacts that 
makes them suitable for the aforementioned 
types of photography, and why exactly do 
they command such a high price’ 


BUILD QUALITY 
AND HANDLING 


They may both be described as compact

For street photography It is vitally important 
to be able to react quickly to the scene 
in front of you, and of course you need a 
camera that will be just as responsive. As 
compact cameras, both the Fujifilm FinePix 
XI00 and the Leica XI use contrast- 
detection AF. As such, neither camera has 
an AF system that is as responsive as the 
phase-detection systems used in DSLRs. 

There are numerous options on both 
cameras to adjust the AF and make sure 
the sutyect you want is in focus. Both have 
automatic Multi AF modes, which select an 


AF point based on the specific scene. On 
the whole, both of these automated modes 


do a reasonably good job, particularly if a 
fairly small aperture is used. 

More control over the AF area is offered

an aperture of f/ll meant that the depth 
of field was extensive enough to keep the 
subject in focus, almost regardless of where 
they were in the scene. Without having to 
autofocus, the camera's shutter fired almost 
instantly at the press of the button. 

Using manual focus i n this way can be a 
fantastic option in some situations where 
you have to react quickly to a scene, 
especially if you also use the continuous 
shooting settings of both cameras. However 
in doing this you are sacrificing some of your 
own artistic interpretation of a scene. For 
example, you cannot use a shallow depth of 
field to isolate a particular subject and draw 
the viewer's attention. 

On the whole, the XI00 has the slightly 
faster AF system of the two cameras, which 
is no surprise given that it is the newer 
model. However, this year there have been 
significant advances in contrast-detection 
AF systems, most notably with the third 
generation of Panasonic's G-series cameras. 
It would be interesting to see how similar 
advances would increase the speed of both 
these cameras. 


IMAGE QUALITY 

When it comes to image quality, both the 
Leica XI and Fujifilm FinePix XI00 really 
excel. The detail resolution of both cameras 
matches, and often betters, most of the 
12-mil I ion-pixel DSLRs we have tested. It is 
here that the pairing of a fixed-focal-length

The two previous AF versions 


of the 50mm f/1.8 optic rely on a motor 


in the camera to drive an AF screw in the 


lens. This means that neither the original 


nor D versions of the 50mm f/1.8 lenses 


work on the entry-level Nikon DSLRs, such 


as the D40, D40X, D60, D3000, D3100, 


D5000 and 05100. The fact that the new 


AF motor is a Silent Wave Motor (SWM) 


s an added bonus, meaning the new lens 


should be fast and quiet when focusing - 


great news for those wishing to shoot video. 


Of course, it is the optical changes that 


will most interest photographers. The 


introduction of a new aspherical element 


takes the construction of the 50 mm 


f/1 8G to seven elements in six groups 


and IS designed to reduce comatic and 


chromatic aberrations These optical 


distortions have previously been most 


prevalent when shooting with a large, fully 


open aperture, and are the Achilles' heel of 


many a 50mm f/1.8 lens. 


Designed pnmarlly for digital camera 


sensors, the new lens has been coated using 


Nikon's Super Integrated Coatings, which 


should help to improve colour accuracy and 


contrast and reduce ghosting. The aperture 


blades themselves have also been improved 


and are now curved to create almost circular 


bokeh, compared to the heptagonal shape 


created by the older lens aperture designs 


So, while the emphasis may be placed 


on the inclusion of an aspherical element, 


there are a number of other small changes 


that should significantly improve the 


performance of the new 50mm f/1.8G lens. 


BUILD AND HANDLING 


Due to the built-in AF motor, the new 


50mm f/T .8G lens is larger than the two 


previous 50mm f/1,8 AF optics. The larger 


diameter of the new lens means that the 


filter thread is now 58mm, as opposed to 


52mm on the older versions, and its weight 


IS fractionally increased, from the 160g of 


the BOmmf/l.SDto 185g. 


The increased size of the 


G-series lens means the rubberised 


manual-focus nng is also larger

50mm f/1.8G features a switch on its side 
to change between two focus modes: M/A 
and M. When switched to M/A, the lens 
will focus automatically and then, with the 
Gutter button still half-depressed, you can 
adjust the focus manually. When switched 
to M, A F is disabled compi etely and the 
lens becomes fully manual focus. Again, 
this feature was not present on the previous 
incarnations of this lens. 

Considering its price, the 50mm f/1.8G 
lens has a premium build quality, About the 
only feature lacking is Vibration Reduction, 
but this e largely unnecessary in a lens 
of this focal length and such a large 
maximum aperture, 


FOCUSING 


With Its internal Silent Wave Motor, the first 
thing that is apparent when using the 50mm 
f/1,8G is how quiet the lens is when focusing 
compared to its predecessors. Without the 
buzz of an AF screw driving the lens focus 
mechanism, there is a noticeable quietness. 
The low volume gives the impression that 
the 50mm f/l,8G focuses faster than the 
previous AF versions of this lens, but it is just 
that - an impression. Focusing on a subject 
a few feet away, and then to infinity, took the 
same amount of time regardless of which 
version of the lens I used.

There are three mam benefits to using an

Vignetting is also present when the lens 
IS at its widest aperture, but once again it is 
not severe and is easily corrected, so it will 
not be an issue for those shooting viith DX- 
format Nikon DSLRs.

IMPROVING on a classic design is often a difficult 
task, but it is one in which Nikon has succeeded. The new 
50mm f/1 ,SG lens adds some significant features such 
as a quiet Sonic Wave Motor, curved aperture blades, 
better image contrast and reduced chromatic aberrations 
Curvilinear distortion may be slightly worse than v^iith the 
previous design, but is still not very significant, especially if 
you don't use a camera with a full-frame sensor. 


There are few lenses that I would suggest photographers 
of a particular brand should ovirn, but the Nikkor AF-S 
50mm f/1.8G is one of Them.

You can always 
ask to try a third-party product in a shop like 
Jessops to see what the fit is like - but if you 
buy online straight from China, don't expect 
Nikon quality for a quarter of the price. 

I bought an M C-30 a few years ago for my 


Nikon D700 but found one second-hand. 
You could do worse then trying this route - 
mine cost me £30 instead of the £60 plus a

OLD FLASHGUN, 

NEW CAMERA 
^^1^ Can you tell me if I can use my old 
4 *Vivitar 283 flashgun on my new 
"’W N ikon D40? T he f lashgu n comes 
with an off-camera lead, which is useful for 
portraiture If it's not suitable, can you advise 
me if I can get an adaptor that will fit the 
hotshoe of my D40? I would hate to burn out 
the drcuifry of the camera.

You're wise to be cautious, as older 
f lashgu ns often employ a trigger 
voltage that is too high for the 
delicate arcuitry of a modern-day DSLR. 

You'll find the safe maximum trigger voltage 
for your camera in the user manual; for the 
D40 this is specified as 240V, which sounds 
like a lot, but older hotshoe flashes and studio 
flashes can eaaly exceed this. 

It's hard to give you advice on the Vivitar 
283 as there is considerable variation in 
trigger voltage (10-300V) between individual 
samples because of age, manufacturing 
differences, and so on You can measure 

the trigger voltage with a multimeter, which 
should be set to DC and up to lOOV to 
ensure you don't damage it Pul one of the 
contacts on the large metal contact on the 
bottom of the unit and the other on the 
contact on the side of the hotshoe. Switch 
on the flash and watch the indicated trigger 
voltage ree to the final value.

In my experience, the results 
from the many white-balance 
accessories on the market are very 
similar, even if the way they work is not. Some 
white-balance devices are essentially neutral 
colour targets that you photograph under 
the conditions in which you are shooting. 

Your camera makes a custom white-balance 
setting based on how this looks. There are 
lots of these types of neutral targets around, 
and you can even use a blank piece of white 
paper, but they can be tricky to use if you 
cannot place them in the the right lighting 
conditions. Also, being larger, they are less 
suited to location shooting and are more at 
home in the studio. 




A better option for you w/ill be the type of 

^ wh ite-ba lance accessories that fit onto the 
end of your lens, and act like diffusers. The 
camera sees the cotour temperature of the 
light you^re shooting with, but not the detail of 

the scene. This means you can set a white- 
balance preset by aiming at the same scene 
you are intendi ng on shooting normally. The 
ExpoDisc you mention (www.expoimaglng. 
com) is a good example, as is the Seculine 
Vivicap (WWW. i ntro202O.co. u k'pag^'seculi ne 
htm), which doubles up as a lens cap,

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The freedom that digital technology offers allows me to 
indulge in ‘notebook* photography at no extra cost 



PEOPLE say that digital photography 'costs 
nothing' Of course, it's not true. The cameras aren't 
free. Nor are memory cards, or the hard disks reeded 
to store the pictures. Prints are at least as expensive 
as in the days of silver halide, not least because so 
many mini-labs do, in fact, still print on silver halide, 
even from digital images. Even so, the marginal cost 
of taking extra pictures - the cost of taking more 
pictures once you already have the equipment - is 
negligible, especially if you aren't going to print them. 
Also, you have an immediate record on the screen on 
the back of the camera 

Used like this, the camera 
is a superb notebook, 
and more and more I 
use mine this way. Not so 
much to record things that 
are visually interesting or 
attractive, because that 
would be what I regard as 
'real' photography, but for 
taking notes about where 
I was on a particutar day, 
or of anything I might 
otherwise forget, When 
you're writing picture 
captions, or an article, this 
can be Important. 

For example, I was in a 
particularly attractive Spanish village in May. I knew 
(because it has happened many times) that sooner or 
later I would forget exactly where it was. I would then 
ask Frances, 'Darling, do you remember the name of 
the village where we took this picture^' Usual^, she 
forgets too, so we spend half an hour going through 
the atlas and ever then succeed in narrowing it down 
only to two or three possibilities. Instead, I just took a 
picture of a car door, li belonged to the Ajuntameni 
(administration) de Rabos de Empora (the village we 
were inj. I’ll still liave to resort to the atlas to find out 
exactly w here it is, but I've a pretty good idea of that, 
and above all, I have the name. 

Or for another example, on the way back, we 
stopped at Ax-les-Thermes. As its name suggests, 
this is a spa resort, and again there were things I knew 
I'd forget. The name of the nev/ baths, for a start (Les 
Bains du Couloubret), I remember this because, yes, 

I took a picture - which also contained the useful 
information that they were inaugurated on 8 March 
2009 and that the money to rebuild them came from 
the European Union, the French state, the Midi- 


Pyrenees region, the Departement of the Ariege, 
and the Community of C ommunes of the Vail eys of 
the Ax. Further useful information, not on the plaque, 
is that the new spa is grossly overstaffed with young 
women whom we found singularly unhelpful and 
self-important, so for a better, more affordable and 
friendlier spa (Euros 5 for the whole day, instead of 
Euros 15 for two hours), we prefer St Thomas near 
Fontpedrouse an hour and a half away. 

But to return to Ax, I took pictures of the hot 
springs that emerge all over the city and of the two 

(open, free) hot pools. My 
favounte spnng emerged 
from a little cast-iron 
cap in the street, the sort 
you used to find over the 
mams stopcock in the 
pavement outside your 
house. From it, a steady 
dribble of steaming hot 
water escaped into the 
gutter next to a parked 
car. The flow was minute, 
barely enough to scald 
one finger slightly, but it 
was so surreal I had to take 
a picture just to remind 
myself that I really had 
seen it Otherwise I'd start 
disbelieving my own memory a few years later (this 
has happened many times too), 

Because my 'notebook' pictures end up on my 
imaging computer, fully backed up, they’re harder 
to lose than brochures cx* than my proper, write-it- 
down-in penal notebook, and on the screen they 
are far easier to read than either machine prints or 
microfilm (I'm not going to waste time making big 
prints of notebook shots). I record them as 18-million- 
pixel raw flies, just as I do 'real' pictures, because when 
I’m wandering around it is more trouble than it's worth 
to switch from raw to JPEG and then back again, 
especially if I forget to switdt back again. 

Finally, although I shoot both colour (digital) and 
black & white (Ilford HPS Plus), there are places where 
I cannot 'see' a picture but where I think Frances may 
be interested in shooting (often on 6x9cm in her Alpa, 
with Ilford again, of course) instead of just telling her, 

'I saw this place where I thought you might get some 
good pictures,' I can actually show her Then I can 
delete the picture, at which point it really is as close to 
free as it gets
